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X H E ardour  for  improving  arts  and  perfect- 
ing fcience  in  this  country,  has  given  rife  to  many  ex- 
cellent inftitutions,  by  means  of  which,  the  interefts  of 
mankind  at  large  have  been  eminently  ferved,  and  the 
Iphere  of  human  knowledge  almoft  incredibly  extended. 


In  adverting  to  thefe  cilablifliments,  we  may  difcern 
the  efficacy  of  opulence  and  patriotifm  united  for  the 
publick  good  ; and  we  may,  at  the  fame  time,  form  a very 
juft  ground  of  confidence,  that  the  fame  faculties  will  ftill 
continue  to  be  exerted  for  the  fupport  of  other  plans, 
tending  to  promote  the  fame  beneficial  end. 


Whatever  may  have  been"  done  to  increafe  the  publick 
ftock  of  knowledge  in  other  departments,  the  Veterinary 
Science  hath  been  hitherto  little  cultivated  in  this  coun- 
try ; neverthelefs,  if  its  claims  to  publick  favour  were 
fully  ftated,  th^re  could  be  no  doubt  but  that  our 
national  fpirit  and  benevolence  would  patronize  it 
•qually  with  every  other  branch  of  natural  knowledge. 
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To  define  this  Science,  will  be  ruiKclent  to  recommend 
it  in  the  moft  elFedlual  manner. 

The  Veterinary  Science,  then,  is  theartofpreferving  the 
health  of  cattle,  and  particularly  of  horfes,  .a.d  of  curing 
their  difeafes  ; and  comprehends  a full  and  juit  know- 
ledge of  thofe  feveral  animals;  of  tlieir  anatomy, 
logy,  and  pathology ; a knowledge  of  the  general  laws 
the  animal  oeconomy,  and  of  the  particular  ones  of  each  dif- 
timSt  fpecies  ; a knowledge  of  the  animal  ftruffure,  and  its 
relation  to  exterior  matter,  alimentary,  medicinal,  and 
noxious. 

Many  able^  and  ingenious  perfons,  within  thefe  king- 
doms, have  appeared  to  concur  in  the  utility  of  this 
Science ; and  wifiies  have  been  exprefled  that  means 
were  provided  for  the  cultivation  of  Veterinary  know- 
ledge ; which,  for  want  of  fuch  means,  hath  re- 
mained unimproved  ; but,  notwithftanding  the  fre- 
quent complaints,  which  are  juftified  by  the  lofles  fuf- 
tained,  the  treatment  of  our  cattle,  of  fo  much  im- 
portance to  the  profperity  of  our  country,  hath  been  uni- 
verfally  refi:ri61:ed  to  thofe  who  are  the  moft  remarkably 
unqualified  to  undertake  the  charge.  ^That  the  fhoer  of  a 
horfe  ftiould,  by  virtue  of  his  trade,  become  equal  to  a 
talk  which,  in  order  to  its  being  perfecftly  performed, 
would  require  the  ficill  of  an  Harvey  and  a Boerhaave, 
appears  a paradox  which  could  have  gained  credit  only  in  an 
age  of  general  ignorance  and  barbar’fm ; when,  indeed, 
medicine  had  to  encounter  enemies,  not  much  lefs  for- 
midable than  thofe  which  have  obftru£l:ed  the  advance- 
ment of  the  Veterinary  Art,  It  does  however  no  where 
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appear,  that  abfurdity  ever  rofe  to  fuch  a height  as  to  con- 
fider  the  care  of  the  human  health,  as  the  proper  ofnce  of 
the  flioemaker.  There  was  a time,  indeed,  when  much  was 
confided  to  the  barber ; and  at  that  period,  medicine  was 
nearly  in  the  fame  ftate  in  which  we  fee  the  Veterinary 
Art  at  this  day. 

The  incompetency  of  the  perfons  to  whom  it  has. 
been  abandoned,  has  drawn  contempt  upon  tlie  Art 
itfelf ; and  few  have  ventured  to  concern  themfelves 
with  a profeffion  that  feemed  incapable  of  conferring 
any  honour  upon  thofe  who  exercifed  it.  But  the 
benefits  of  medicine  to  man,  in  the  firate  in  which  it 
exifts  at  this  day,  and  in  this  country,  are  evident  to 
every  ingenuous  mind.  To  extend  thofe  benefits  to 
thofe  parts  of  the  animal  creation  that  are  deftiaed  for 
the  life  of  mankind,  is  the  object  of  Veterinary  medicine  ; 
and  as  the  fphere  of  human  medicine  is  of  large  extent, 
and  embraces  rhuch  more  than  the  art  of  healing  alone,  fo 
does  that  of  Veterinary  medicine  likewife  comprife  many 
important  parts  of  natural  hiftory,  and  the  fundamental  prin- 
ciples of  natural  philofophy:  “ Sicut  animalia  pofi:  homi- 

herii,  ita  ars  veterinaria  poll  medicinam  fecunda  eft.” 

The  laws  of  the  animal  oeconomy  of  our  cattle,  are  as  va- 
rious and  as  intricate  as  thofe  of  our  own;  and  if  to  preferve 
them  alive,  and  in  the  moft  thriving  ftate,  be  one  of  our 
firft  concerns,  we  ought  in  confiftency  to  proceed  to- 
wards that  objedf,  by  a path  capable  of  condudling  us  to 
it.  And  here  it  may  be  obferved,  that  the  arts  of  furgery, 
and  of  hifmarj,  medicine  alone,  can  render  very  little  fer- 
vice  in  cafes  of  Veterinary  pradtice  ; while  on  the  other 
hand,  they  may  be,  and  frequently  are,  the  fources  of  er- 
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ror.  The  Materia  Medica,  an  Inftrument  which  the 
phyfician  can  ufe  expertly  in  cafes  of  human  malady,  is 
converted  into  weapons,  to  whofe  power  he  is  almoft  to- 
tally a ftranger,  when  he  would  employ  them  againft  the 
difeafes  of  brute  animals.  It  is  not  fufficient  to  increafe 
the  bulk  of  a dofe,  in  proportion  to  the  bulk  of  the  pa-r 
tient;  the  operation  of  fimples  are  different,  in  fyftems 
that  have  different  laws ; and  there  are  many  things  which 
the  human  frame  may  fafely  receive  in  large  proportions, 
which  muft  on  no  account  be  adminiflered  to  the  horfe, 
even  in  the  minuteft.  It  requires  the  facrifice  of  as  many 
years  to  become  a fkilful  Veterinarian,  as  to  become  a 
Ikilful  phyfician : the  acquifition  of  the  fcience  and  the 
pradlice  of  each  is  a tafk  fufficient  to  engage  one  man’s 
life  ; and  the  contrary  opinion  is  a portion  of  that  ancient 
error,  which,  while  medicine  was  regarded  as  the  pro- 
vince of  the  learned  and  the  few,  fuppofed  the  Veterinary 
art  on  a level  with  the  moft  ordinary  capacities.  If  the 
Veterinarian  is  free  from  the  embarraffment,  which  the 
varied  and  violent  influence  of  the  mind  on  the  human 
ftrudlure  caufes  to  the  Phyfician,  he  finds  an  abundant 
fource  of  trouble  and  perplexity  in  the  mutenefs  of  hi§ 
fubjedls,  to  which  the  Phyfician  is  not  fubjedl ; which 
renders  it  effential  that  the  Veterinarian  fhould  add  to 
his  profeffional  knowledge,  an  adlive  and  obferving  mind, 
and  a cautious,  accurate,  and  penetrating  judgment. 

The  advantage  of  extending  the  Influence  of  fcience  to 
our  farms,  and  of  applying  it  to  the  prefervation  of  our 
cattle,  cannot  be  made  to  appear  more  fenfibly,  than  by 
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Gonfidering  the  ravages  fometimes  made  among  them, 
by  contagious  and  epizootic  difeafes ; the  virulence  of 
which  might  yield  to  a judicious  and  fcientific  treatment, 
when  the  only  remaining  alternative,  ruinous  in  its  confe- 
quences  to  the  grazier  and  to  the  publick,is  in  the  flaughter 
of  the  cattle.  All  that  the  praftice  of  our  hofpitals  can 
teach,  is  unable  to  qualify  for  thefe  emergencies,  much 
lefs  can  adequate  afliftance  be  found,  in  the  worker  of  ^ 
country  forge.  It  is  only  in  the  diredb  experience  of  the 
cafe,  and  ftudies  properly  adapted  to  it,  that  relief  may 
be  obtained. 

'As  the  proper  treatment  of  diftempers  in  horfes,  and 
other  cattle,  is  of  the  higheft  commercial  as  well  as  do-» 
meftick  importance,  it  is  incumbent  on  this  nation  to 
'inftitute  and  protedl,  a Veterinary  School;  in  which, 
their  anatomical  confl:ru£tion,  the  difeafes  to  which  they 
are  fubjedf,  and  the  remedies  proper  to  be  applied,  may 
be  regularly  taught.  Such  an  Inftitution  cannot  fail  of  be- 
coming generally  important  to  the  nation,  and  every  part 
of  it  will  gradually  enjoy  the  advantage  of  polTefling  en- 
lightened pra61:itionefs,  on  whofe  care  and  fkill  they  may 
fecurely  rely. 

The  treatment  of  the  difeafes  of  animals  being  taught 
fcientifically,  men  of  liberal  education  will  ccafe  to  look 
on  Veterinarian  medicine,  as  a mean  and  degrading  pro-» 
feffion.  They  will  he  convinced  that  its  inferiority 
to  human  medicine,  confifts  not  in  the  arts  themfelvcs, 
but  in  the  relative  importance  of  their  refpe(2;ive  fubjecls; 
and  that  it  deferves  tp  be  confidercd  as  a diftinguiihed 
fcience,  occu-pying  an  eminent  ftation  in  the  fcale  of 
patural  knowledge, 
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. If  we  obferve  the  daiiger.ous  pradlice  of  farriers,  in 
their  furgical  operations,  we,  fliall  fee  them  daily  facri- 
licing  horfes,  by  boldly  mangling  the.  organized  parts  of 
the  body,  without  knowing  any  thing  of  its  ftrudure. 
How  many  mul'cles,  and,  tendons,  divided  crofs-way-s ! 
veins  opened  ! nerves  deftroyed ! membranes  torn  ! and 
effential  organs  more  or  lefs  affeded,  by  the  ignorant 
boldnefs  of  thefe  unllcilfnl,  operators,  whofe  reputation  has 
been  fupported  merely  by-  publick  fupinenefs  and  credulity! 

> > 

It  mud  be  unnecelTary  to  enlarge  on  this  fubjefi, 

in  order  to  demonftrate  the  utility  of  a Seminary  for 
Veterinary  ftudies,  in  a country  wherein  horfes  are  fo 
univerfally  ufed  for  the  purpofes  of  agriculture,  manufac- 
tures, commerce,  and  pleafure,  and  where  fuch  immenfe 
property  confifts  in  cattle.  Much,  however,  as  this  fcience 
hath  been  hitherto  negledled,  its  importance  begins  to  be 
generally  admitted  ; and  it  mufi:  give  pleafure  to  every 
confiderdte  mind  to  learn,  that  a theoretical  and  practical 
fchool  is  eftablilhed  for  the  inftruedion  of  pupils  : and  it 
now  remains  only  briefly  to  date  the  circumdances  which 
have  occurred  in  forming  the  Inditution. 

In  Augud  1785,  the  Members  of  the  Odiham  Agricul- 
tural Society  refolved,  that  it  fhould  be  a confideration  for 
their  meeting  in  Odtober,  what  were  the  mod  likely  means 
to  encourage  the  dudy  of  fcientific  Farriery.  Nothing, 
however,  appears  to  have  been  done  by  the  Society,  until 
May  1788,  when  they  refolved  to  advertife  their  intention 
of  educating  two  or  more  young  men,  in  the  School  of 
Farriery  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Paris  ; and  to  folicit 
fubferiptions  for  that  purpofe  : which  was  not  done  till 
after  a fimilar  refolution  in  March  or  June  1789.  In 
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Auguft  1789  they  refolved,  that  500  copies  of  their  re- 
folutlons  fhould  be  printed,  with  an  addrefs,  In  which 
they  fay,  “ It  is  to  be  lamented  that  there  is  not  yet  in 
England  any  eftablilhment  adequate  to  the  defired  im- 
provement in  Farriery,  by  a regular  education  in  that 
fcience,  on  medical  and  anatomical  principles.”  And 
they  again  exprefs  their  intention,  of  fending  two  or 
more  youths  to  France  for  inftrudlion. 

Early  in  this  fame  year  1789,  Mr.  Sain  Bel  came  to 
England  and  publifhed  propofals  for  reading  Ledlures 
on  the  general  knowledge  of  the  Horfe  ; and  in  the  fol-' 
lowing  year  1790?  he  prefented  to  the  publicka  plan,  entit- 
led, “ Plah  for  eftablilhing  an  Inftitution  to  cultivate  and 
teach  Veterinary  Medicine.”  At  the  end  of  May  or 
beginning  of  June,  in  the  fame  year,  feveral  of  thefe  plans 
were  tranfmitted  to  the  Odiham  and  other  Societies; 
and  in  Auguft  following,  the  Odiham  Society  refolved 
that  a Committee  Ihould  be  appointed  to  meet  in  London- 
for  the  purpofe,  among  other  bufinefs,  of  colIe£ling  what- 
ever might  appear  to  be  conducive  to  the  views  of  the 
Society  for  promoting  the  improvement  of  Farriery;  and' 
elected  Mr.  Sain  Bel  an  honorary  and  correfponding 
Member,  and  one  of  the  Committee  in  London.  It  does 
not  appear  that  the  Committee  made  any  progrefs  in  the 
bufinefs  ; but  they  continued  to  folicit  affiftance  from  the 
publick,  and  I'efolved  on  the  12th  January,  1791,  to  meet 
once  a fortnight,  to  communicate  fuch  information  as 
might  be  received.  At  the  Meeting  of  the  nth  February, 
1791,  feveral  Gentlemen,  not  of  the  Odiham  Society, 
having  been  informed  of  the  objecft  of  the  Meetings,  at- 
tended the  Committee  ; and  at  this  time  the  following  re- 
folutions  were  agreed  to  ^ 
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The  refolves  of  the  Odihatn  Society  of  the  5th  of 
Auguft  and  of  the  8th  Odtober,  1790,  whereby  is  ac- 
knowledged the  receipt  of  ten  copies  of  a plan  for  elfa- 
blifliing  an  Inftitution  to  cultivate  and  teach  Veterinary 
Medicine  by  Air.  Sain  Bel,  being  read, 

I 

Refolved,  That  this  Meeting  is  ferioufly  convinced  of 
the  benefits  which  inuft  refult  from  an  Inftitution  to 
cultivate  and  teach  Veterinary  Medicine;  that  they  have 
obferved  tlie  effect  produced  upon  the  publick  by  the 
propofed  meafure  of  the  Society  for  the  improvement  of 
Farriery,  as  alfo  by  the  plan  offered  by  Mr.  Sain  Bel. 
That  the  ultimate  view  of  the  Society  tends  to  the  fame 
objetft  as  the  plan  propofed  to  be  immediately  carried  into 
effect  by  Mr.  Sain  Bel ; that  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  meet- 
ing, that  it  is  greatly  to  be  defired  the  plan  of  the  Odiham 
Society,  and  that  of  Mr.  Sain  Bel,  fliould  be  confolidated  ; 
that  as  feveral  Gentlemen  had  fubferibed  towards  further- 
ing Air.  Sain  Bel’s  plan,  four  of  the  Gentlemen  prefent 
Ihould  he  defired  to  confult  with  Air.  Sain  Bel  on  the 
fubjecl,  and  that  they  fhould  alfo  confider  of  the  beft  mode 
of  effecting  the  union  : that  as  foon  as  this  matter  fhould 
be  determined,  a Meeting  fhould  be  held  for  the  purpofe 
of  forming  a Society  for  the  Improvernent  of  Farriery. 

On  the  1 8th  of  February,  the  Gentlemen  prefent  were 
informed  Air.  Sain  Bel  had  acceded  to  the  plan  propofed, 
when  they  came  to  the  following  refolutions : — 

This  Meeting  having  taken  into  confideratlon  the  pro- 
ceedings on  former  meetings,  and  being  informed  that 
many  refpedlable  perfons  delay  giving  in  their  names  as 
fubferibers,  while  the  proceedings  of  the  Committee  are 
fubjeeft  to  be  reported  to  the  Odiham  Society,  and  are 
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under  the  control  thereof,  find  it  expedient  to  detach 
themfelves  from  that  Society.  The  work  in  which  they 
are  engaged  being  of  fo  confiderable  Importance  (the  Re- 
formation and  Improvement  of  Farriery,  and  the  Treat- 
ment of  Cattle  in  general)  requires  that  the  attention  of 
the  Meeting  fhould  be  confined  to  that  purpofe  alone, 
and  be  under  the  foie  management  and  control  of  its  own 
Members, 

That  from  this  day  forward  this  Meeting  fhall  be  called, 
The  Veterinary  College,  London j that  the  Se- 
cretary do  write  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Odiham  Society, 
to  inform  him  of  the  above  refolution,  and  that  the 
Members  of  the  College  conceive  that  by  detaching 
themfelves,  they  are  more  efFe£lually  forwarding  the  li- 
beral and  laudable  intentions  thereof  for  the  improvement 
of  Farriery,  and  that  the  Members  hope  the  Society  will 
join  them  In  their  plan  for  promoting  the  fo  much  wiftied 
for  objeif. 


That  Mr.  Sain  Bpl  be  appointed  ProfelTor  to  the 
College, 

That  a General  Meeting  of  Subferibers  be  held  on  the 
8th  of  April,

That  the  foregoing  Refolutlons  be  inferted  In  the  pub- 
lick  papers. 


That  copies  be  tranfmitted  to  the  Members  of  both 
Houfes,  and  other  Noblemen  and  Gentlemen;  as  alfo 
to  the  Sheriffs  -^f  the  feveral  Counties  to  be  laid  before 
the  Grand  Juries  at  the  enfuing  aflizes.

Feb,  25.  Mr.  Sain  Bel  attended  and  accepted  the 
office  of  Profeflbr. 

April  I.  The  Duke  of  Northumberland  having  ex- 
prefled  his  v.dfties  for  the  fuccefs  of  the  Inftitution,  the 
Secretary  was  direcSled  to  folicit  him  to  become  Prefident 
of  the  College,  to  which  he  confented. 

April  8.  The  College  confifting  of  64  Members,  pro- 
ceeded to  the  choice  of  Prefident,  Vice-PreUdents,-  Di- 
redlors,  Treafurer,  and  Secretary  for  the  enfuing  year. 
They  alfo  elefted  as  honorary  and  correfponding  Mem- 
bers fifteen  Gentlemen  on  the  continent,  eminent  for  their 
Veterinary  abilities.  Regulations  for  the  conftitution 

I 

and  organization  of  the  College  were  read  and  unani- 
moufly  approved  of,  fubjeiR  however  to  fuch  alterations 
as  might  become  expedient. 

April  ig.  A circular  letter  was  ofdercd  to  be  fent  tci 
profeffional  Gentlemen  in  different  parts  of  the  kingdom, 
requefling  the  provincial  names  of  difeafes  incident  to 
horfeSj  bullocks,  fheep,  &:c.  with  their  accompanying 
fymptoms.  A letter  was  alfo  diredfed  to  be  fent  to  the 
Odiham  Society,  to  inform  them,  that  as  the  College  had 
appointed  a ProfefTor  of  Veterinary  Medicine,  they  did 
not  think  it  neceffary  to  perfift  in  the  plan  of  fending 
young  men  out  of  the  kingdom  for  inflrudfion. 

May  3.  An  Abftradl:  of  the  Conftitution  of  the  College 
was  ordered  to  be  printed  and  diftributed.  A letter  was 
read  from  the  Odiham  Society,  ftating  that  they  had  pe- 
culiar fatisfadtion  in  the  eftablilhment  of  tire  Veterinary 

College^ 


College,  and  that  they  had  directed  their  Secretary  to 
tranfmit  to  the  College  what  papers  they  pollefled  relating 
to  the  Veterinary  Art ; that  they  confidered  the  College 
as  enabled  efFediually  to  execute  what  they  had  wifhed, 
that  they  therefore  relinquiftied  their  intentions;  and  con- 
cluded with  obferving,  that  they  had  requefted  the  fub- 
fcribers  to  their  fund  to  transfer  their  fubfcriptions  to  the 
College. 

May  17.  It  was  refolved  to  provide  a proper  place  for 
the  ProfelTor’s  difledlions  and  ledlures. 

May  24.  A General  Meeting  was  held,  the  College 
confifting  of  86  Members,  when  it  was  refolved  to  ad- 
vertife  for  premifes  for  the  purpofes  of  the  College.  The 
fum  of  ;^-ioo  was'fixed  as  the  falary  of  the  Profeflbr,  and 
the  fame  fum  for  the  Secretary. 

July  19.  A fpecial  General  Meeting  was  held,  when  it 
was  refolved,  that  in  order  to  procure  the  attendance  of  a 
fufHcient  number  of  Members  to  tranfadl  bufinefs,  the 
Meetings  fliould  be  open  to  the  attendance  of  every  Mem- 
ber of  the  College ; no  bufinefs  having  been  done  fincc 
the  former  General  Meetino;.  The  addition  of  Members 
to  the  College  was  reported  to  be  32,  making  in  the 
whole  1 18. 

July-26th.  The  Secretary  was  directed  to  tranfmit  the 
propofed  Regulations  of  the  College  to  the  Army  Agents, 
and  to  requeft  their  forwarding  them  to  the  Regiments. 

Auguft  gth.  The  Secretary  was  diredled  to  tranfmit 
the  propofed  R-egulations  to  the  Phyficians  and  eminent 
Surgical  Pradlitioriers  in  London.  ^ 

September 
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September  6th.  A General  Meeting  was  held,  wbert 
the  number  of  Members  wjis  reported  to  be  133.  An 
offer  was  made  by  Meffrs.  Kirkman  and  Hendy  of  a parcel 
of  land  at  Camden  Town,  the  property  of  Lord  Cam- 
den, for  the  purpofes  of  the  Collegej  for  a term  of  99 
years  i when  it  w'as  refolved,  that  the  Committee  fliould 
meet  on  the  13th  inflant,  to  furvey  the  ground  offered. — 

t 

The  Secretary  reported,  that  63  Bankers  and  other  Gen- 
tlemen in  different  parts  of  the  kingdom,  ha.d  accepted 
the  office  of  Receivers  for  the  College. 

September  13th.  At  the  Meeting  of  the  Committee, 
at  Pancras,  for  the  purpofe  of  viewing  the  ground  offered 
by  Meffrs.  Kirkman  and  Hendy,  it  was  refolved  to  be 
eligible  for  the  purpofes  of  the  College.  And  a houfe, 
with  convenient  offices,  adjoining  to  the  above-mentioned 
ground,  was  now  engaged  as  a temporary  refidence  fbr 
the  Profefibr. 

September  20th.  A' General  Meeting  was  held.  The 
number  of  Members  W'as  reported  to  be  138.  It  was 
refolved  to  agree  with  Meffrs.  Kirkman  and  Hendy  for 
the  ground  propofed  by  thenij  belonging  to  Lord  Camden. 
The  Secretary  was  directed  to  apply  to  the  Prefidcnt, 
Vice-Prefidents,  and  Dire6tors,  to  requeftfive  or  more  of 
them  to  be  Truftees  for  accepting  a leafe  of  the  ground 
from  Lord  Camden. 

September  27th.  Letters  were  received  from  nine  of 
the  above  Gentlemen,  approving  of  the  fituation  for  tlie 
College,  and  confenting  to  become  Truftees.  Mr.  Burton 
was  requefted,  in  conjunction  with  Mr.  Sain  Bel,  to  pre- 
pare 
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pare  and  lay  before  a future  Meeting,  a plan  of  a building 
for  the  College  ; and  Mr.  Burton  was  alfo  requelled  to 
fuperintend  any  temporary  eredlion  or  alteration  in  the 
premifes  engaged  for  the  College. 

Odlober  4th.  An  advertifement  was  ordered  to  be 
inferred  in  the  papers,  containing  the  terms  on  which  the 
Profeflbr’s  Ledtures  would  be  delivered  at  the  Colle<re. 

November  ill.  The  Secretary  was  diredled  to  fend 
Abftradls  of  the  propofed  Regulations  of  the  College  to 
the  Proprietors  of  the  Stage  Coaches  —An  advertifement 
was  ordered  to  be  inferred  in  the  papers  diredling  perfona 
defirous  of  becoming  relident  pupils  to  apply  to  the  Com- 
mittee. 

December  6th.  A General  Meeting  was  held ; the 
number  of  Members  was  reported  to  be  1 79.  Mr.  Burton 
produced  a plan  for  the  College.

A letter  from 
Dr.  J.  Corrie  was  read,  ofrering  his  lervices  to  the  Col- 
lege, during  his  Hay  in  the  Eaft  Indies,  in  colkaing  in- 
formation on  the  Veterinary  fcience;  when,  on  the  mo- 
tion of  Mr.  J.  Hunter,  he  was  eledled  an  Honorary  and 
Correfponding  Member. 

December  13th.  It  was  refolved,  that  Peers,  Members 
of  Parliament,  and  Ladles,  Ihould  be  allov/ed  to  vote  by 
Proxy  at  all  Elections.  The  ProfelTor  informed  the  Com- 
mittee he  Ihould  commence  his  Ledlures  on  the  4th  of 
January. 


January 
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January  3d,  1792.  A General  Meeting  was  held; 
the  number  of  Members  was  reported  to  be  204.  Mr. 
Reuben  Smith  was  chofen  Colleifor.  At  this  time  there 
were  four  Pupils  in  the  College. 

January  loth.  Mr.  Arthur  Young  and  Mr.  Marfhall 
were  eledled  Honorary  and  Correfponding  Members. 

February  14th.  Mr.  Baynes,  Mr.  Penn,  and  Mr.

On  account 
of  the  great  number  of  applications  made  to  the  Profeflbr 
to  receive  difeafed  Horfes,  it  was  directed  to  be  advertifed 
that  there  were  not  conveniences  for  the  purpofe ; but 
^ that  as  foon  as  {tables  were  * erefted,  proper  notice  would 
be  given.

February  21.  A General  Meeting  was  held;  the 
number  of  Members  was  reported  to  be  233.  It  was 
refolved,  that  the  propofed  Regulations  fhould  beYent  to 
every  Member,  with  a requeft,  that  fuch  alterations  as 
might  appear  to  be  necelTary  Ihould  be  fent  to  the  Secre- 
tary. Regulations  for  the  interior  difcipline  of  the  Col- 
lege were  read  and  approved. 

March  i.  A letter  from  Sir  William  Fordyce  was 
read,  incl'ofing  one  from  the  Earl  of  Macclesfield,  on  the

March  22.  It  was  refolved,  that  temporary  Stabling 
for  the  reception  of  50  horfes,  and  a Forge  Houfe,  fhoiild 
be  forthwith  eredled ; and  that  fuch  horfes  only  fhould  be^ 
received  whofe  difordex's  were  not  contagious.  That  two 

or 
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or  more  young  men  fhould  be  placed  at  the  Forge,  as 
working  pupils.  Mr.  Burton  was  defired  to  prepare  a 
plan  and  eftimate  for  the  building  of  50  Stalls  and  a 
Forge  Houfe. 

March  27th.  It  was  refolved  to  agree  with  Meflrs, 
Kirkman  and  Hendy  for  an  additional  Piece  of  Ground 
adjoining  to  the  former  parcel  engaged,  and  on  the  fame 
terms,  making  together  about  fix  acres. 

April  5th.  Mr.  Burton  produced  a plan  and  eftimate 
for  the  Building.  A propofal  v/as  received  from  Mr. 
Barnard,  proprietor  of  the  premifes  now  occupied  by  the 
the  College,  for  letting  them  on  leafe,  when  it  was  re- 
folved to  agree  with  him.  A propofal  was  received  from 

Mr.  Warner,  refpeiling  the  making  bricks  for  the  College,

and  agreed  to.  It  was  refolved,  that  on  any  contrail:  being 
made  by  the  College,  the  contrailors  fhould  give  fecurity 
for  the  performance  of  their  agreements.  It  was  refolved 
to  advertife  for  propofals  from  builders  for  ereiting  Stables, 
&c.  to  be  received  on  Thurfday  the  19th  inftant. 

It  appearing  neceflary  from  the  numerous  applications 
made  to  the  Profeflbr  for  the  admiflion  of  difeafed  Horfes, 
that  Stables  fhould  be  immediately  built,  with  othev 
neceflary  conveniences ; and  as  the  prefent  funds  of  the? 
College  would  not  enable  the  Committee  to  proceed  on 
fo  extenflve  ‘a  fcale  as  the  importance  of  the  inftitution 
demanded,  it  was  refolved,  that  the  friends  of  the  inftitu- 
tion fhould  be  requefted  to  advance  money  on  intereft,  at 
3 per  cent,  per  anjj. — the  principal  to  be  repaid  as  foon  as 
the  funds  of  the  College  were  found  fufficient  for  that 
purpofc,  and  that  nine  Subferibers  fhould  he  Truftees. 


April 
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April  26th.  The  Committee  having  received  propofals 
from  fix  builders,  they  agreed  with  MefTrs.  Howell  and 
RufTell  to  build  the  Stables  for  the  fum  of  ^.2850. — 
Mr.  Burton  was  defired  to  order  the  neceflary  implements 
for  the  Forge.  A Memorial  was  prefented  from  the  Pro- 
feflbr,  {fating  that  he  had  been  calumniated  both  with 
^ refpedl  to  his  private  charadfer  and  his  profeflional  abilities, 
and  requeuing  Committees  might  be  immediately  appointed 
to  inquire  and  report  on  the  bufmefs  : when  it  was  re- 
folved,  that  Mr.  John  Hunter,  and  feventeen  other  pro- 
feflional Gentlemen,  Ihould,  in  compliance  with  the  me- 
morial, be  requefted  to  examine  the  ProfefTor,  as  to  his 
abilities  for  the  office  of  Veterinary  Profe{Ior,^and  report 
their  opinion  to  a General  Meeting.  It  was  alfo  refolved, 
that  the  Earl  of  Morton,  and  twelve  other  Gentlemen,  be 
requefted  to  inquire  into  the  complaints  ftated,  and  report 
their  opinion  to  a General  Meeting  ; and  that  the  officers 
fhould  furnifh  both  Committees  with  fuch  papers  as  they 
lliould  have  in  their  pofTeffion,  and  which  Ihould  be 
called  for.

The 
Reports  from  the  Committees,  appointed  in  confequence 
of  the  Profeffior’s  Memorial  to  inquire  into  his  charadter 
and  abilities,  and  the  complaints  made  by  him  againft  the 
Secretary,  were  read,  and  the  following  refolutions  unani- 
moufly  agreed  to :

of  the  offer  made  by  the  Committee,  and  refer  the  merit 
of  candidates  for  the  fecond  Profefforlhip  to  their  invef- 
tigation. 

That  from  the  Report  of  the  Committee,  confifting  of 
the  Earl  of  Morton,  Chairman,  Lord  Heathfield,  Major 
General  Murray,  Mr.  Angerftein,  Mr.  Baker,  Mr.  Baynes, 
Sir  John  Ingleby,  Mr.  Butt,  Mr.  W.  Baker,  and  Mr. 
Walcot,  this  Meeting  is  perfedtly  fatisfied  with  the  cha- 
ra(fter  and  conduit  of  the  Profeflbr.

It  was  refolvcd,  that  a Special  General  Meeting  fhould 
be  held  on  Friday  the  Flrft  of  June,  for  the  Election  of  a

r ebruary  18th.  A General  Meeting  was  held,  and  the 
fcveral  officers  of  the  College,  as  alfo  the  Committees, 


were 
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were  ele£led  for  the  enfuing  year.  At  this  time  the  num- 
ber of  the  Members  of  the  College  was  910  ; and  th© 
number  of  Pupils  in  the  College  v/as  14.  The  eftablifh- 
ment  of  the  College,  confifted  of  a Profeflbr,  a Secretary, 
a Colledlor,  the  ProfelTor’s  Afiiftant,  a Porter,  three 
Smiths,  and  five  Grooms.  The  number  of  difeafed 
Horfes  in  the  Infirmary  were  fifty. 

Such  have  been  the  origin  and  progrefs,  and  fuch  is  the 
prefent  ftate  of  the  Inftitution,  which,  notwithftanding  the 
prejudice  of  almoft  every  clafs  of  men  in  the  kingdom, 
may  be  faid  to  have  fucceeded  far  beyond  the  higheft  ex- 
pectations of  its  moft  earneft  friends.  From  the  foregoing 
ftatement,  every  attentive  mind  muft  obferve  what  ob- 
ftacles  may  be  overcome  by  induftry  and  pcrfeverance  j 
and  that  in  this  country,  the  utility  and  benevolence  of  an 
Inftitution  need  only  to  be  perfeClly  afcertained,  to  meet 
with  due  attention  and  encouragement. 

The  Inftitutors  and  F riends  of  the  V eterinary  College 
prefume,  that  to  infure  the  publick  patronage,  they  have 
only  to  ftate  the  nature  and  tendency  of  the  Inftitution; 
being  fully  perfuaded,  that  whether  it  be  confidered  as  an 
object  of  humanity  to  animals,  or  of  general  utility  to  the 
nation,  it  will  excite  and  receive  every  degree  of  attention 
and  fupport,  which  its  intrinfic  merit  deferves.

VETERINARY  COLLEGE. 


I.  Eftabliftimcnt  fhall  confift  of  a Society 

and  School,  to  be  called  the  Veterinary  College. 

II,  The  bufinefs  of  the  Society  fhall  be  condudfcd 
by  a Prefident,  Twelve  Vice-Prefidents,  Twenty -four 
Direftors, and  a Treafurer,  forming  a Council;  in  whom 
(hall  be  lodged  the  whole  Executive  Power  of  the  Col- 
lege, fubjedl  to  the  controul  of  the  Members  at  large 
in  General  Meetings. 

III.  The  Prefident,  Vice-Prefidents,  and  Treafurer, 
fhall  be  chofen  annually.  The  Twenty- four  Direftors 
fhall  be  divided  into  four  ClafTes  ; one  Clafs  fhall  go  out 
each  year,  and  Six  DIredlors  be  eledfed  in  their  place. 
No  Director  fhall  be  re-eledled  till  after  the  interven- 
tion of  one  year. 


IV. 
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IV.  Ten  Members  fhall  form  a Qiiorum  at  a Gene- 
ral Meeting,  Five  a Quorum  of  the  Council,  and  Three 
a Quorum  of  a Committee. 

V.  Five  Auditors  fhall  be  annually  chofen ; three 
of  whom  fhall  not  be  of  the  Council,  nor  on  any  Com- 
mittee. 

VI.  The  Eighteenth  of  February,  being  the  day  on 
which  if  was  refolved  to  eftablifh  a Veterinary  College, 
fhall  be  the  Anniverfary ; on  which  day  the  feveral 
Officers  of  the  College  fhall  be  ele£ted,  and  the  Members 
invited  to  dine  together,  unlefs  it  fhall  happen  on  a Satur- 
day or  Sunday,  and  in  that  cafe  the  Meeting  fhall  be  held 
on  the  Tuefday  following. 

VII.  Four  Quarterly  General  Meetings  fhall  be  held 
in  the  year,  viz.  on  the  firft  Tuefday  in  February;  the 
firft  Tuefday  in  May;  the  firft  Tuefday  in  Auguft;  and 
the  firft  Tuefday  in  November;  at  which  Meetings,  the 
Minutes  of  the  laft  Quarterly  and  all  fubfequent  General 
Meetings  fhall  be  read.

VIII.  No  Regulation  fhall  be  altered  or  repealed, 
nor  fhall  any  new  Regulation  be  enaefted,  but  by  the  con- 
fent  of  two-thirds  of  the  Members  prefent  at  two  fuc- 
celfive  Quarterly  Meetings ; and  every  propofed  regula- 
tion, alteration,  or  repeal  fhall,  after  the  firft  meeting,  be 
fairly  written,  and  exhibited  in  the  Council  Room,  for 
publiclc  perufal  and  confideration.  This  regulation  fhall 
extend  alfo  to  the  removal  of  any  of  the  Officers  of  the 

, College 
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College,  whofe  falary  fhall  amount  to  1 50/.  per  annum  or 
upwards. 

IX.  A difcretlonary  power  (hall  be  lodged  in  the 

Council,  by  which  they  may  in  cafes  of  emergency,  or 
where  the  advantage  of  the  Inftitution  is  evidently  con- 
cerned, make  orders,  which  fhall  have  the  force  of  re- 
gulations, till  the  next  Qiiarterly  Meeting,  when  they  fhall 
be  fubmitted  to  the  determination  of  the  Meeting.  , 

X.  Any  fum  not  lefs  than  Two  Guineas  fhall  be  a 
qualification  for  an  annual  Member,  and  not  lefs  than 
Twenty  Guineas  for  a perpetual  Member.

XI.  No  perfon  fhall  be  entitled  to  debate  or  vote  at 
any  Meeting,  who  has  not  been  a Member  fix  calendar 
months,  nor  until  his  fubfeription  for  the  current  year  and 
all  his  arrears  are  paid ; and  no  perfon  fhall  be  entitled  to 
be  prefent  at  any  Meeting  whofe  fubfeription  fhall  be  two 
years  in  arrear. 

XII.  At  all  eleilions,  Peers  and  Members  of  Parlia- 
ment, and  Ladies  (having  been  fubferibers  fix  months) 
fhall  be  allowed  to  vote  by  proxy  j fuch  proxy  being  a 
Member  of  the  College. 

XIII.  All  elecSIions  fhall  be  by  ballot,  and  fhall  be  de^- 
termined  in  one  day  between  the  hours  of  12  and  3 o’clock.

Member  as  fhiill  be  in  the  chair  at  any  General  Meet-

ing,  Council,  or  Committee,  fhall  in  all  cafes  of  equality 
of  votes  or  ballot,  have  a double  or  calling  vote  or  ballot. 

• XIV.  No  Member  who  fhall  in  any  manner  directly 
or  indiredlly  derive  any  advantage,  profit,  or  emolument, 
from  the  funds  of  the  College,  or  who  fhall  be  charged  by 
the  College  with  any  office  whence  fuch  profit  fhall  ac- 
crue, fhall  be  eledled  into  the  Council  j and  any  Member 
of  the  Council  fo  receiving,  fhall  immediately  vacate  his 
place.  Nor  fhall  any  Member  who  receives  any  advan- 
tage or  emolument  from  the  College  be  chofen  or  con- 
tinue on  any  Committee. 

XV.  No  Officer  or  Servant  of  the  College  fhall 
prefume,  under  any  pretence  whatever,  to  accept  of  any 
prefent  or  gratuity  from  any  Member,  or  from  any 
Tradefman  or  other  perfon  having  dealings,  with  the 
College,  on  penalty  of  difmilEon. 

XVI.  A Volume  of  the  Tranfadlions.of  the  College 
and  School  fhall  be  publifiied  annually,  and  delivered  to 
each  Subfcriber  or  his  order,  at  the  College,  gratis* 

XVII.  A Medical  Experimental  Committee  fhall  be 
, chofen,  who  fhall  meet  occafionally  for  the  purpofe  of 

fuggefting  and  making  experiments,  with  a view  to  throw 
additional  light  on  the  Animal  Chlconomy,  and  to  af- 
certain  the  effedl  of  Medicines  upon  different  animals  to 
be  procured  for  that  particular  purpofe  j and  for  infpedl- 
ing  the  drugs  and  medicines  bought  for  the  ufe  of  the 
Infirmary.

at  the  annual  eleftlon,  others  fliall  be  chofen  in  their 
ftead  into  the  clafs  they  belonged  to. 

Any  fix  of  the  Diredfors  are  empowered  to  convene  a 
fpecial  General  Meeting  in  the  fame  manner  as  the  Pre- 
fident  or  three  Vice-Prefidents. 

If  a requifition  for  a fpecial  General  Meeting  be 
figned  by  nine  members  entitled  to  vote,  and  the  bufinefs 
be  declared  in  the  requifition,  the  Prefident,  Vice-Pre- 
fidents,  or  Diredtors,  fliall  convene  the  Meeting,  and  on 
refufal,  the  nine  Members  are  empowered  to  convene  it 
in  the  fame  manner  as  the  Prefident,  Vice-Prefidents^  or  • 
Directors  fliould  have  done. 


THE  TREASURER. 

In  the  ab fence  of  the  Prefident  and  Vice  Prefidents, 
fliall  prefide  at  all  Meetings  of  the  College,  and  fliall 
report  monthly  to  the  Council  the  ftate  of  the  Col- 
lege accounts.  He  is  to  pay  no  bills  exceeding  twenty 
pounds  without  a written  order  figned  by  three  of  the 
Council. 


THE 
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THE  PROFESSOR, 

Shall  have  the  Arrangement  and  Diredtion  of  the 
Studies  and  Occupations  of  the  Pupils,  of  the  Diftri- 
bution  of  his  Lectures,  and  of  the  Number  and  Nature 
of  the  Subjects  required  for  Difleilion.  He  fliall  likewife 
judge  of  the  Kind  and  Quality  of  the  Forage  to  be  pro- 
vided for  the  Infirmary,  of  the  Regulation  of  the  Cattle 
therein,  and  of  the  Remedies  to  be  employed.  He  fhall 
make  a Report  every  Week  to  the  Committee  of  the 
State  of  the  College,  viz.  the  number  and  condition  of 
the  animals  admitted  into  the  College ; the  number  and 
condition  of  the  animals  difcharged  from  the  College ; the 
condudl  of  the  Pupils;  the  conduct  of  the  Servants; 
the  different  forts  of  Forage  as  well  as  of  ftores  and  ma- 
terials wanted,  including  drugs,  &c.  except  fuch  articles 
as  it  fhall  be-  found  neceffary  to  provide  between  the 
meetings  of  the  Committee,  which  is  to  be  reported 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Committee.  He  fhall  have 
a copy  of  the  feveral  articles  ordered  from  time  to  time 
by  the  Committees ; and  he  fhall  not  receive  any  thing 
into  the  College  but  what  is  fo  ordered  (except  as  above), 
nor  without  a bill  of  parcels. 


THE  SECRETARY, 

Shall  refide  at  the  College,' and  be  prefent  at  all 
Meetings,  Councils,  and  Committees.  He  fhall  take 
Minutes  of  all  fuch  Meetings,  and  fhall  announce  and 
read  all  Letters,  Papers,  Communications,  See.  and  fhall 
, - take 
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take  care  of  the  official  books  and  papers  belonging  to 
the  College.  He  fliall  write  the  letters  directed  to  be 
fent  on  account  of  the  College,  by  any  Meeting,  Council, 
or  Committee.  He  fliall  keep  the  accounts  of  the  Col- 
lege, which  may  arife  as  well  from  the  general  bufmefs  as 
from  the  particular  departments : this  will  include  the 
fuperintendance  of  the  receipts  and  delivery  of  what 
may  be  brought  to  or  taken  from  the  College,  or  any  of 
the  departments  of  Shoeing,  Pharmacy,  &c.  He  fhall 
produce  a ftate  of  his  accounts  every  week  to  the 
Committee. 


THE  COLLECTOR. 

He  fhall,  within  one  calender  month  after  notice  is 
given  him  by  the  Secretary  of  the  -admiffion  of  any  Mem-* 
ber,  call  on  him  for  his  fubfeription  5 and  fhall  call  on  all 
annual  Members^  within  one  nionth  of  the  date  of  .their 
admiffion,  for  their  fubferiptions.  He  fhall  have  receipt 
books  provided,  which  receipts  fhall  be  figned  by  the 
Treafurer,  and  counterfigned  by  himfelf  when  he  de- 
livers them.  He  fhall  at  no  time  retain  more  than  ^.10 
in  his  hands ; and  as  foon  as  that  fum  is  colle6led,  he  ihall 
pay  it  to  the  Treafurer.  He  fhall  produce  his  books  to 
the  Committee  every  week,  ^and  make  his  report  of  Mem- 
bers in  arrQar  every  month.  ‘ 
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THE  SCHOOL  AND  PUPILS. 


I.  ANY  perfon  defirous  of  becoming  a Pupil  on  the 
foundation  of  the  College,  muft  be  able  to  read  and  to 
write  legibly.  Preference  fhall  be  given  to  thofe  youths 
who  fhall  have  received  the  elements  of  a good  education, 
and  more  efpecially  to  thofe  who  have  fome  knowledge 
of  Surgery  and  Pharmacy. 

II.  Candidates  qualified'  according  to  the  preceding 
article,  and  not  bei^ig  under  the  age  of  fifteen  years, 
nor  more  than  twenty-two,  fhall  apply  to  the  Secre- 
tary, to  whom  they  fhall  deliver  a paper,  containing 
their  names,  age,  and  place  of  abode  j and  the  Se- 
cretary fhall  refer  the  fame  to  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Council  or  Superintending  Committee.  The  limitation  of 
the  age  is  not  extended  to.  practitioners  in  Medicine  or 
Surgery,  or  to  perfons  having  made  fome  progrefs  in 
thofe  fludies. 


III.  The 
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in.  The  Pupils  on  the  foundation  of  the  College, 
lhall  be  appointed  by  the  Council ; and  care  lhall  be 
taken  as  much  as  pollible  to  admit  them  from  different 
Counties,  for  the  purpofe  of  dilTeminating  the  fcience. 

IV.  When  a Pupil  is  admitted  on  the  foundation 
of  the  College,  he  fhall  engage  to  remain  fo  long  in  the 
College  as  an  afliftant,  as  ih:;ll  b'e  required  by  the  Coun- 
cil, not  exceeding  ivvo  years,  and  fhall  give  fecurity  to 
the  College  for  that  ^ urpofe  j and  for  his  proper  con- 
dudl  during  that  time ; but  he  fhall  be  at  liberty  to  re- 
tire, on  paying  to  the  College  fo  much  as  he  would  have 

' done  not  being  on  the  foundation.' 

V.  Perfons  qualified  according  to  Rules,  No.  i and 
2,  will  be  admitted  into  the  Coll<^e  on  paying  Twenty 
Guineas,  which  will  conftitiite  them  perpetual  Pupils. 

VI.  Pupils  on  the  foundation  who  appear  to  have  a 
tafte  for  drawing,  fhall  have  a Matter  to  inttruit  them. 
The  other  Pupils  may  alfo  attend  fuch  Matter  upon  pay- 
ing for  fuch  inftrudtion. 


OF  THE  DISTRIBUTION -OF  THE' STUDIES; 

ALTHOUGH  the  particular  diftribution  of  the 
ftudies  fhall  be  referred  to  the  judgment  pf  the  Pro- 
feffor,  yet  the  general  order  of  them  fhall  nearly  as' 
follows • 
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The  knowledge  of  the  Animal  CEconomy  being  In- 
difpenfable  to  thofe  who  would  make  any  progrefs  in 
the  art  of  healing,  the  Pupils  fhall  be  firft  inftrudted  in 
Zootomy. 

. J'IRST  COURSE. 

The  ftudy  of  Zootomy  fhall  begin  on  the  ift  of 
November,  and  end  on  the  36th  of  April  of  the  fol- 
lowing year. 

'SECONb  COURSE* 

The  ftudy  of  the  exterior  knowledge  of  the  Horfe  fhall 
begin  on  the  firft  of  May,  and  end  on  the  30th  of  Octo- 
ber. In  this  courfe  the  Pupils  fhall  be  taught  the  good 
and  bad  conformation  of  the  animal ; as  alfo  the  external 
difeafes  which  affeft  his  body  and  limbs. 

THIRD  COURSE. 

The  courfe  of  operations  fhall  begin  on  the  firft  of 
November,  and  end  the  30th  of  January  of  the  follow- 
ing year.  From  the  firft  of  February  to  the  30th  of 
April,  the  Pupils  fhall  put  in  praftice  thofe  furgical  ope* 
rations  which  they  fhall  have  been  taught  in  the  pre- 
ceding courfe  of  ledlures.  This  fhall  employ  them  the 
mornings  only : in  the  evening  they  fhall  be  inftruded 
in  the  Materia  Medica. 

FOURTH  COURSE. 

The  Pupils  fhall  attend  a courfe  of  Pharmacy,  to 
obtain  a knowledge  of  the  different  preparations  ; they 
fhall  divide  their  mornings  between  the  Difpenfary  and 
Laboratory,

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FI.FTH  COURSE.  . 

A knowledge  of  the  common  plants  and  - herbs  be- 
ing neceflary  to  the  Veterinary  Phyfician,  the  Pupils 
fliall  attend  a courfe  of  Botany  relative  to  Veterinary 
Medicine.  This  courfe  fhall  take  place  in  the  after- 
noon, and  fliall  as  well  as  the  preceding  continue  dur-!. 
ing  the  fummer, 

SIXTH  COURSE.

It  being  neceflary  that  the  Shoeing  of  Horfes  fliould  be 
perfectly  underftood,  the  Pupils  fliall  attend  the  Forge 
in  the  morning.  In  the  evening,  Lectures  fliall  be 
given  in  Pathology,  to  prepare  them  for  the  pra£lice 
of  the  Infirmary.  /

SEVENTH  COURSE, 

The  Pupils  after  having  gone  through  every  branch 
pf  the  Veterinary  Art,  fliall  be  obliged  to  attend  the 
Infirmary  every  day,  when  the  Profeflbr  fliall  employ  them 
Recording  to  their  refpeilive  abilities.  ’ He  fliall  confide 
to  their  care  one,  two,  three,  pr  more  animals, 
whofe  fymptoms  they  fliall  be  obliged  accurately  to  ob-, 
ferve,  and  note  down  in  a journal,  and  report  the  fame 
daily  to  the  ProfelTor.  But  the  treatment  of  the  pa- 
tients, fliall  he  always  direfted  by  the  Profeflbr,  an4 
^riftly  adhered  to  by  the  Pupil.

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EIGHTH  COURSE. 

The  defign  of  the  Inftitution  would  fail  in  a great 
degree,  if  the  Pupils  were  not  to  be  inftru£led  in  the 
nature  of  Epizootic  difeafes  to  which  animals  are  liable. 
The  Veterinary  Phyfician  having  before  him  the  Table 
of  Symptoms  which  charafterife  difeafes,  will  be  ena- 
bled to  difcern  the  nature  of  the  maladies  which  he  has 

m 

to  encounter,  and  confequently  to  make  a better  choice 
of  remedies  proper  to  remove  them.  In  this  courfe, 
therefore,  the  Pupils  will  be  taught  'the  method  of 
diftinguifhing,  preventing,  and  curing  difeafes,  as  they 
occur  in  particular  animals.  The  Pupils,  having  com-  < 
pleted  their  ftudies,  fhall  undergo  a public  examination 
in  the  theory  and  pradlice  of  every  branch  of  the 
Veterinary  Art;  and  thofe  who  ftiall  be  confidered  as 
perfedlly  inftrudled  therein,  lhall  receive  a Certificate 
figned  by  the  Profeflbr,  and  confirmed  by  the  Council. 

It  appears  from  the  above  divifion  of  the  ftudies, 
that  a term  of  three  years  is  fufficient  for  a complete 
education,  provided,  the  Pupils  are  capable,  affiduous, 
and  well  inclined. 


OF  THE  INFIRMARY.  - 

AN  Infirmary  ftiall  be  open  for  the  reception  of 
difeafed  animals  belonging  to  the  Members  of  the  Col- 
lege.

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No  Horfes  or  any  animals  fliall,  under  any  pretence 
whatever,  be  received  into  the  College,  but  thofe  aaually 
‘ the  property  of  Subfcribers  5 and  to  prevent  Impofition 
by  fervants,  no  Horfe  or  other  Animal  will  be  received 
that  is  not  accompanied  with  a cheque  figned  by  the 
Owner.  Blank  cheques  may  always  be  had  on  applica- 
tion at  the  College. 

When  Horfes,  &c.  are  taken  from  the  College,  the 
expeirfes  either  of  keeping  or  fhoeing  fhall  be  paid  by 
the  Groom  or  other  perfon  taking  the  animal  from 
thence,  before  it  fhall  be  delivered  to  him, 

The  price  of  fhoeing  fhall  be  is.  per  fhoe,  and  the 
price  of  keep  for  horfes  taken  into  the  Infirmary  fhall  be 

2S.  per  day, 

Each  Subfcjiber  fliall  have  the  privilege  offending  one 
horfe  at  a time  to  the  Infirmary,  and  when  the  flails  are 
occupied,  the  Horfes  fent  fliall  be  taken  in  by  rotation  as 
the  flails  become  vacant.  A book  fliall  be  kept  m which 
lhall  be  inflrted  the  applications  for  the  admiflion  of 

Horfes. 

Eight  flails  fliall  be  kept  vacant  for  the  purpofe  of 
admitting  Horfes  in  very  acute  or  accidental  cafes,  out 
of  the  plan  of  rotation. 

Monday,  Wednefday,  and  Friday  fliall  be  the  only 
days  of  admiflion  into  the  Infirmary  (except  in  cafes  of 
accident)  and  Tueiday,  Thurfday,  and  Saturday  the  only 
days  of  delivery  from  thence.

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When  the  owner  of  a Horfc  or  other  animal  receives 
notice  of  his  Horfe  being  ready  to  be  difcharged  from  the 
Infirmary,  he  ftiall  fend  for  him  on  the  day  mentioned  in 
the  notice ; and  ftiall  alfo  fend  by  the  Groom  or  other  per- 
fon,  the  amount  of  the  keep  (which  will  be  fpecificd  in  the 
notice)  with  the  notice  itfelf,  to  prevent  any  impofition 
on  the  College.  On  negledting  to  fend  for  the  Horfe  or 
other  animal  on  receiving  fuch  notice,  the  price  of  keep 
will  be  advanced  double  from  that  time;  and  on  continu- 
ance of  fuch' negleil:,  the  Committee  ftiall  either  fend  the 
Horfe  to  a livery  ftable  at  the  expenfe  and  rifk  of  the 
owner,  or  fell  it  to  pay  the  charges,  as  they  may  think 
proper;  giving  the  proprietor  a week’s  previous  notice 
of  fuch  determination. 

No  perfon  whatever,  the  Members  of  the  Council  ex- 
cepted, ftiall  be  permitted  to  go  into  the  Infirmary  with- 
out the  permiflion  of  the  Profefibr,  nor  at  any  time 
but  between  the  hours  of  1 1 and  7,  o’clock. 

If  any  animal  die  in  the  Infirmary,  the  body  ftiall  be- 
long  to  the  College,  and  the  Profefibr  ftiall  open  it  be- 
fore the  Pupils  for  their  particular  inftruifion.

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RULES  CONCERNING  THE  GROOMS 
AND  HELPERS. 

No  Grooms,  Helpers,  Sic.  fhall  be  retained  in  the 
iervice  of  the  College,  but  fuch  as  are  fober  and  diligent, 
and  approved  of  by  the  Superintending  Committee. 

As  the  food  fhall  be  ordered  every  day  by  the  ProfefTor 
according  to  the  Rate  of  the  patient,  the  Grooms  fhall 
not  increafe  or  lefTen  the  portions  ordered.

I.  Nothing  but  illnefs  will  be  admitted  as  an  excufe 
for  any  of  the  Pupils  abfenting  themfelves  from  fome 
place  of  public  worfhip.

II.  No  Pupil  will  be  permitted  to  go  to  London, 
except  by  the  defire  of  a Parent,  Guardian,  or  perfons 
properly  authorifed  by  them,  expreffed  by  a letter  to 
the  Profeflbr,^  unlefs  on  fome  particular  emergency,  of 
which  the  ProfefTor  (hall  judge  and  report  to  the  Com- 
mittee at  their  next  meeting.

the  reputation  and  improvement  of  the  Pupils,  as  for  the 
general  credit  and  benefit  of  tho  Inftitution.
